THE REV. FR. J. L SHANAHAK 


RETIRES FROM PRIESTHOOD 


To the deep regret of the entire 


congregation, the venerable Fr. J. B. 
Sbanahan, beloved rector of the Im- 
maculate Conception parish, New Ox- 
ford, announced on Sunday morning 
that on account of failing health he 
hast been forced to resign his pastor- 
ate after nearly fifty years in the 
priesthood. His resignation will take 
effect next Sunday. Fi-. Shanahan 
will sail for his native Ireland from 
New York on July 14 on the S. S. 
Celtic and live in retirement at hi& 
'home-place in 
Dromin, Lestrowel, 


Kerry County. The venerable rector 
will leave behind him a host of friends 
from each of the various denomina- 
tions in New Oxford who have leaiin- 
ed to respect and esteem him during 
the years he spent as a fellow-citizen 
among them. He will say his final 
mass in America here on Sunday. 


Fr. Shanahan. who is 75 years old, 


came to America in August, 1870, af- 
ter preparing partly for the priesthood 
in his native country. Higher studies 
in philosophy and theology were be- 
gun late in 1870 at St. Vincent's Sem- 
inary, Beatty. He was ordained to the 
,pries(thood on June 11, 1874, in Harris- 
burg by the Rt. Rev. Jeremiah Shana- 
han, first Bishop of Harrisburg. 


The diocese of Harrisburg was form- 


ed July 12, 1868, aad two days later the 
•first Bishop was consecr/ated. At that 
time the Scranton diocese was also 
formed. Fr. Shanahan is one of the 
few surviving priests of the early dio- 
cese, Rt Rev. Mgr. A. F. Kaul, Lan- 
caster, being the senior surviving 
priest, Fr. Shanahan the second, and 
the Rev. Dr. Chas. Koch, of Conewago, 
the third. Fr. ShanahanV first mis- 
sion was. at Bellefont. He came to 
New Oxfor^ in the autumn of 1917. 
He would have celebrated his golden 
anniversary in the priesthood on June 
11, 1924. 


On Fr. Shanahan'si return to Ire- 


land he will be accompanied by his 
sister, Missi Joanna Shanahan, who 
has been his! houaekeeper. He has a 
brother in Ireland. Edw. Shanahan, 
•who will be ordained to the priesthood 
next June, has made his home with Fr. 
Shanahan, who isi his grand uncle.

He is sur- 
vived by 3 children: Emma, at home;

That of St. Paul's Cathedral in Lon- 


don Is Only Rung on Extremely 


Special Occasions.

The great bell of St. Paul's is only 


tolled on the death of any member 
of the royal family in the line of de- 
scent from any English sovereign. 
The honor is paid only to a member 
of the royal family who could under 
any conceivable circumstance succeed 
to the throne; though it may be doubt- 
ed whether the bell would toll for a 
royal infant not in the direct line of 
succession. 
This rule does not apply 


to the consort of the sovereign, of the 
heir apparent, 
or of a prince or 


princess on the steps of the throne. 
The booming of the great bell of St. 
Paul's was the first intimation which 
the citizens of London received of the 
death of the prince consort, which oc- 
curred at 11 o'clock on the night of 
Saturday, December 14, 1861. Outside 
the royal family the only persons for 
whom the bell is tolled are the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the bishop of 
London, the dean of St. Paul's and 
the lord mayor of London dying in his 
year of office. 
The bell tolled is not 


Great Paul, but the old great bell on 
which the hours are struck. 
On the 


occurrence of a death in the royal fam- 
ily the home secretary at once com- 
municates with the lord mayor, desir- 
ing him to convey news to the dean of 
St. Paul's with a request that the 
great bell be tolled. The bell is then 
tolled at intervals of a minute for 
an hour.

Arsenic in Nature. 


It has long been known that traces of 


arsenic are to be found not only in 
human and animal organisms but in 
certain plants such as the cabbage, 
turnip anil potato and in wheat. Jadin 
and Astrue, members of the French 
Academy of Sciences, found also that 
arsenic is to be encountered in rice, 
peas, beans, letfuce, celery, asparagus, 
parsnips, and in most vegetables used 
as food by man, as well as in apples, 
pears, pineapples, oranges and nuts. 
Since plants undoubtedly get the ele- 
ments from the soil arsenic must oc- 
cur far more widely in nature than 
was at one time supposed.

Remove the cover and let stand in the 
oven for five minutes, then serve. 


Beef and Barley Stew.—Take two 


cupfuls of barley, wash and cover 
with four cupfuls of boiling water and 
soak three hours. Turn the barley and 
water into a casserole, add one pound 
of beef cut in serving-sized pieces, one 
carrot and one onion fini-ly sliced. 
Season with salt and paprika, cover 
and bake four hours. 


Cornish Pasty.—Make a good, rich 


biscuit dough, roll half an inch thick 
and line a deep pie pun—the size of 
the family will deteimme the amount 
of meat and vegetables needed for the 
meal. Into the paMrj-lined dish place 
half-inch cubes of round steak with 
plenty of fat or .suet, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper, cover with a layer of 
sliced potatoes, a few slices of turnip 
or rutabaga, an onion or two, season 
well, cover with a top crust, making 
vents for the steam, adding a table- 
spoonful of water, or none at all if 
the vegetables are fresh, and full of! 
water, and bake slowly for two hours. 
When the vegetables are tender re- 
move from the oven and wrap the 
pasty with a large cloth to steam for 
ten to fifteen minutes; the steam flav- 
ors the crust making it much more pal- 
atable. 


Apples in Maple Sirup.—Cut eight 


apples into halves ana remove the 
cores, put into a saucepan with one 
cupful of maple sirup, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, one and one-half 
cupfuls of water. Bake until the sirup 
Is thick.

M. W. Lam. Spring Grove merchant. 
Vednesdav recalled the fact that he 
crossed the bridge at Wrlghtsville, 
iO yeans ago that evening, with five 
lead of horses, owned by his mother, 
klrs. Catherine Lau. residing near Ab- 
>ottstown, aloug the present Lincoln 
highway. The governor of the state 
iad issued orders to all persons to 
take their horses from Adams, and 
York counties to the Lancaster side 
of the rivec, to keep them from fall- 
ing into the hands of the Confederate 
army, which had been taking all the 
horses they were able to get in this 
section. On the next day, which was 
Sunday, Mr. Lau was six miles from 
the bridge, in Lancaster county, try- 
ing to locate a place to keep his hom- 
es. As he was sitting on a fence he 
saw the smoke of the burning bridge 
and he started on his journey farther 
away. He remarked that the one pas- 
sage of the bridge was closed when he 
was crossing. The bridge was load- 
ed with empty oil. tar and' tallow bar- 
rels, and boxes, and everything was 
in readiness for the structuie to be 
fired. He returned to his mother's 
farm on July 3, with the five horses, 
and on the next morning walked to 
Gettysburg. He was 13 years-old at 
the time.

NEW ELECTRIC LI>E "CUT OVER"

er has" been trebled as a result of the 
switch-over on Sunday by the Gettys- 
burg Electric Company to the new 
high tension service line approximate- 
ly 1,500 horsepower. An entire new 
line was built from New Oxford to 
Gettysburg in order to provide the 
additional powec to meet the grow- 
ing demands of that community.

Another fire of imdeU'i%rr>hiod origin,

wanted to attract to a three-day wom- 
en's summer club camp last season. 
Knowing how much good even a brief 
change would do each of her club mem- 
bers, this extension agent began to 
-sell" the idea oi u women's camp 
months before it was time to hold 1L 
Considerable argument was needed to 
convince most of the mothers and 
housekeepeers that they could be 
spared from home at all. 


Working with the daughters first, 


the agent began stressing the thought, 
"Mother needs a rest," among her club 
girls. The girls, of course, knew that 
if they could persuade their mothers 
to go to the camp they themselves 
would have a very much better chance 
of being allowed to attend the girls' 
camp, which came later. For over two 
months tile agent talked about the 
'•camp for women" at every club meet- 
ing and wherever she went. 


!£he use of a suitable house with a 


beautiful, five-acre, level, shaded laws 
was obtained. This home \\as situated 
eight miles from the county seat and a 
quarter of a mile from a railway sta- 
tion. At the time the camp was held 
there was no living room in the house. 
A commercial light company wired the 


, so that it was well lighted every 


night. 


About a week before the date decided 


on for the camp, a letter was sent to 
every club member in\the county, urg- 
ing her to come. A list stating what 
it would be necessary to bring was put 
in the letter, and a program for each 
hour of the three days at camp. 
It 


was felt at this time that the camp 
would be a success if 25 women came. 
Over a hundred registered the first day. 
By rail and by automobile they came, 
bringing their own food for the picnic 
dinner and supper, and part of the 
other food needed. 
Other club mem- 


bers came later. A report of the way 
In which camp was run, received by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, may give women elsewhere 
ideas on managing a similar "Vacation 
for Mother." 


Each woman registering contributed 


25 cents toward the expenses of the 
camp. 
The fund thus obtained fur- 


nished a hired cook for the second and 
third days. A representative from each 
club helped serve at meal time. All the 
meals except breakfast were served on 
the lawn. 
Breakfast, on the large 


kitchen porch, consisted of toast, but- 
ter, eggs, bacon, fruit, preserves and 
coffee.

OR the family dinner table it used 
to be considered in perfectly good 


taste to have the teaspoons placed in 
what was known as a spoon-holder, 
and in many households this silver or 
glass contraption still persists. But 
there was a very good reason why it 
went out of favor among more fastidi- 
ous folk. It wns bound to collect dust 
and. as it was left on the sideboard or 
table between meals it offered very 
poor harborage for the clean spoons. 
So now we have our spoons kept with 
the knives and forks between meals in 
a closed drawer in the buffet or pantry, 
and they are laid on the table, where 
they will be rao&t convenient when the 
table is set just before each meal. 


For, the simple dinner it .is possible 


correctly to place all the silver on the 
table for the entire meal, save possi- 
bly the small coffee spoons, if that bev- 
erage is served after the dessert. For 
a longer, more elaborate dinner, only 
the silver for the first three or four 
courses is laid at the places at the be- 
<nnning of the meal, as the entire set 
would appear rather' qnmbersome, and 
additional 
knives 
and 
forks 
nre 


brought in as the course is served. Be- 
sides, it often happens that the hostess 
really has not enough silver for a 
many-coursed dinner for a party of a 
dozen or more, and so this gives her an 
opportunity to have the pieces used in 
the first courses washed for use later 
on in the meal. 


It is a general rule that forks are

placed to the left of the plate, with the 
prongs up, and that knives and spoons 
are placed at the right, the tip of the 
spoon uppermost and the blade of the 
knife turning in toward the plate 
Spoons are placed to the right of the 
knives, usually, although it is custom 
ary to place the oyster fork at the ex- 
treme right. 
Some persons prefer tc 


place the Qyster fork diagonally across 
the spoons and knives, but this is per- 
haps not in such simple taste.

At formal dinners, of course, there is 


no butter spreader, because there is nc 
butter. If uinner rolls are served, thej 
are eaten without butter.

where butter is served, the spreaders 
are best placed across the butter plate 
Of course, these spreaders are a con 
venience, but it is quite possible tc 
dispense with them, and many persons 
who set a well-equipped table do man 
age without them.
